2. Inventions II and I are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process.

806.05(e)). In this case as admitted in the subject matter of the present claims the 
method of bleeding anode exhaust gas from a fuel cell system can be used by the 
distinct fuel cell systems as recited in claims 1-13, 14-21 and 22-25 respectively. 

4. An election of species is to also be made. The distinct species are the 4 different 
embodiments shown in Figures 1-4. Applicant is required to elect one of the 
embodiments.
